PRESIDENT AND ‘COLORADO. 


Chief Executive Wil Not Now Interfere 
with Mine Strike. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—President Roose- 
velt declined to interfere in the strike con- 
ditions in the Telluride district of Colorado. 
He will not go so far even at this time as 
te order an investigation into the condi- 
tions. 

An appeal from the Western Federation 
of Miners was presented to the President 
to-day by Senators Teller and Patterson of 
Colorado, = ng him to exercise Federal 
authorit —— ringing about an adjustment 
of the situation which has arisen between 
the miners and the authorities of the State 
of Colorado. Following is the text of the 
telegram laid before e President by the 
Senators:

WASHINGTON, Dec. -7.—Mayor-elect Mc- 
Clellan to-night announced the appointment 
of John J. Delany to be Corporation Coun- 
sel for New York City. 


Mr. Delany's appointment, the first to 
be announced by the Mayor-elect, has been 
freely prophesied in Tammany Hall and 
Democratic circles for the past two weeks, 
and follows the conferences between Rep- 
resentative McClellan, Charles F. Murphy, 
and Mr. Delany himself, held in Washing- 
ton on Saturday last when all were in the 
Capital City, to attend the Gridiron Club 
dinner. Buring the campaign just closed 
Mr. Delany was the campaign manager for 
the Mayor-elect and as such was in charge 
of the Hotel Bartholdi headquarters. He 
and the Mayor-elect have been close person- 
al friends for many years. Bight years ago, 
in 1895, Delany had a tilt with the then 
powers of Tammany Hall and bolted from 
the organization. He had fought William 
Dalton for the leadership of the Eleventh 
district, but was beaten by what he. de- 
clared to be packed primaries. Carrying 
his case to.a special committeéee of the Gen- 
eral Committee and finally to the General 
Committee of Tammany Hall itself, Delany 
was thrown out with his delegation, He 
made a spirited speech while being jeered 
by those present; in which he said, shouting 
it at the then leader: 
who enters Tammany Hall leaves his future 
and all hope behind him.” 

Recently Mr. Delany has taken a promi- 
nent part in organization affairs again. He 
is fifty-two years of age.

BIG GOLD TUNNEL STARTED. 


D. 0. Mills Interested In Two-Mile Bore

TACOMA, Washington, Dec. 7.—The pres- 
ent Treadwell mines on Douglas Island, 
Alaska, will be dwarfed in magnitude by 
the same company’s underground work- 
ings, a two-mile tunnel now being started 
by order of D. O. Mills.

PRESIDENT SAID TO HAVE 
USED IDEAS OF MR. FOLK. 


Declaration Made That He Asked St. 
Louis Prosecutor to Aid Him 
on Message. 
Special te The New York Times. 


ST. LOUIS, Dec. 7.—The assertion that 
ideas on official corruption that were in- 








_corporated in the President’s message were 


furnished by Circuit Attorney Folk of this 
city will be made to-morrow morning by a 
local newspaper. 

It will be said that a few months ago 
President Roosevelt asked Mr. Folk to 
write for him something on the “ boodle ” 
issue that would be suitable to be em- 
bodied in a message to Congress. Mr. 
Folk, according to the story, complied, ex- 
plaining that what he would write he would 
use in speeches on “good government "’ 
throughout the State. Mr. Roosevelt is de- 
clared to* have replied that he would re- 
write Mr. Folk’s remarks and use’ them 
in his message. 

Extracts from the message and from 
some of Mr. Fotk’s utterances will be pub- 
lished to indicate how far the suggestions 
of this part of the message were furnished 
by him. 

Mr. Folk in interviews has said: 

* Bribery has not been included in extra- 
dition treaties heretofore because there has 
been no necessity for it.” 

“There have been moré cases of bribery 
in the United States in the past two years 
than in the one hundred years precedifig. 
It may have been just as common hereto- 
fore, but the evidence of it was not brought 
to light. 

“If the present programme is carried 
out, and there seeths to be no reason why 
it should not be, there will not be a civil- 
ized country on earth where boodlers flee- 
ing «from the United States can rest in 
peace.” 

In the President's message is found this 
passage: 

“ Bribery has not been included in ex- 
tradition treaties heretofore, as the necessi- 
ty for it hag not arisen. 

“While there may hate been as much 
official corruption in former years, there 
has been more developed and brought to 
light in the immediate past than in the pre- 
ceding century of our country’s history. 

“*It should be the policy of the United 
States to leave no place on earth where a 
corrupt man fleeing from this country can 
rest in peace.”’ 

Mr. Folk, in a speech at New Florence, 
sald: 

“There are many probleme confronting 
the American, people -to-day, but there is 
none m ous than the subject. of the 
eradication of bribery. Other questions 
concern the functions of government, while 
bribery undermines the foundation of goy- 
ernment itself. Under our form of govern- 
ment all‘authority is vested.in the people 
and. by them delegated to those who repre- 
sent them.”’ 

The President's message also says: 

“There can be no crime more serious 
than bribery. Other offenses violate one 
law, while corruption strikes at the foun- 
dation of all law. Under our form of 
Government all authority is vested in thé 
people, and by them delegated to those 
who represent them in official capacity.” 

In a speech at St. Joseph Mr. Folk 4 

“If there be’ an offense greater than all 
others it is that of him in whom such a 
sacred trust has been reposéed who sells it 
for his own gain and enrichment.” 

The President’s message continues: 

“There can be no offense heavier than 
that of him in whom.such a sacred trust 


has deen reposed who sells it for his own 


gain and enrichment; and no less heavy is 
the offense of the bribe-giver.’’ 

In the New Florence speech Mr. Folk 
said: 

**He is worse than the thief, for he not 
only plunders, but violates his trust. He 
is worse than the murderer, for the mur- 
derer takes the life of an individual, while 
the corrupt official alms at the assassina- 
tion of the Commonwealth.”’ 

* No Government can long exist where it 
is tolerated... If all official acts were for 
sale, then we would not have a Government 
of and for the people, but a government of 
and for the few with wealth enough to pur- 
chase official favors, The givers and takers 
of bribes are the enemies of the Republic. 
“Exposure and punishment of public 
plunder ig a State’s honor, not its shame. 
| The disgrace is in tolerance, not in correc- 
| tion.” 

The President's message has this pas- 


“ He is wo than the thief, for the thief 
robs the individual, while the corrupt of- 
ficial plunders an entire city or State. He 
is as wicked as the murderer, for the mur- 
derer may only take one life against the 
law, while the corrupt official and the man 
who corrupts the official alike aim at the 
assassination of the Commenwealth itself. 

“Goyernment of the people, by the peo- 
ple, for the people will perish from the face 
of the earth if bribery is tolerated. 

“The exposure and punishment of public 
corruption are an honor to a nation, not 
a disgrace.. The shame lies in toleration, 
not in correction.”’

Following instructions received on Dec.

Their purpose is to ascertain the con- 
dition of the trails and roads leading be- 
tween Pgnama and Colombia, and the fa- 
cilitice of the country. for sustaining cx- 
peditions marching on Panama, generaily 
to determine the United States’s best course 
of action in case of a Colombian invasion 
of the Isthmus, and also to learn the atti- 
tude of the various Indian tribes inhabit- 
ing both coasts. 

The Atlanta, after finishing . charting 
Portobello Harbor and erecting a signal 
station on a hill on the north side of the 
harbor, left Portobello yesterday afternoon 
for the Coast of San Blas, fifty miles south- 
east of Portobello, intending to open com- 
rounication with the San Blas Indians for 
the purpose of ascertaining the condition 
of the trails leading along the coast toward 
the Colombian frontier, and whether they 
are available for the movement of Colom- 
bian troops on Panama. 

The Indians occupy the coast between 
Nombre de Dios and Cape Tiburon, and 
have maintained their isolation for genera- 
tions. They have always resisted the in- 
cursions of white people into their country, 
not permitting them to spend a night on the 





mainland, and forcing the few adventurous 


traders trafficking along the coast to sleep 
on a small island.

ALBANY, N, Y., Des. %.—The requisition 
of Gov, Dockery of Missouri upon Gov, 
Odell for the extradition of William Ziegler 
of New York upon an indictment in Cole 
County, Mo., on the Gharge of furnishing 
funds for the bribery. of ‘Missouri legisla- 
ters in connection with Baking Powder 
legisiation, was the subject of a hearing 
before the Governor to-day, The Missouri 
authorities were represented by Attorney 
General Crow and Judge T: B. of 
Missouri and Sheriff Smith of ‘Cole County. 
Mr. Ziegler was present with his counsel, 
John M. Bowers, De Lancey Nicoll, Edward 
Lauterbach, William J, Underwood, and 
John D. Lindsay, 

The hearing was intergpersed with spicy 
tilts between counsel, ang Gov. Odell was 
obliged to caution Mr. Bowers against the 
use of “so much red pepper.” After the 
hearing the Governor gave the lawyers two 
weeks to submit briefs. 

Proceedings opened with a wrangle be- 
tween Mr. Bowers and Attorney General 
Crow as to the date of the alleged crime, 
which Gov. Odell interrupted. 

“Come, now, gentlemen,” he: said, “ let 
us come down to the meat of the matter. 
It seems to me, now, that the papers in this 
case are not regular, in that they do not 
allege the date when the defendant was in 
the State of Missouri committing this 
crime. I think that if the defendant was 
not in the State of Missouri at the time of 
the committing of this crime, then it is 
my duty to defend him.”’ 

Mr. Crow said that the dates concerneé 
coyvcred a considerable period of time, “in 
early January, about March 10, and from 
April 1 to 8, 1901, covering substantially 
the entire period of the session of our 
General Assembly in that year.”

DOWIE MAKES OFFER 
TO MANY CREDITORS. | 


Zion City’s Assets Placed at $18,845,210 
and Liabilities $4,058,349. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 7.—In a statement, which 
places his assets at more than four times 
as much as his Mabilities, John Alexander 
Dowle to-day, at a meeting attended by a 
majority of his creditors, submitted a pro- 
pogal by which it is believed that the finan- 
clal tangle at Zion City will be straightened 
in a satisfactory manner. 

In Dowie’s communication his assets are 
declared to be $18,845,210 and his liabilities 
$4,068,349. Of the liabilities $452,267 is mer- 
chandise indebtedness. 

Notes bearing 5 per cent. interest were 
offered by Dowie in settlement, and he 
agreed to take up 10 per cent. of his indebt- 
edness in three months, 25 per cent. in six 
months, 26. per cent. in nine months, and 
the remaining 40 per cent. in one year. 

The creditors who were represented at 
the meeting thought the proposal reason- 
able and a committee was appointed to 
seek further details. If this committee 
finds that Dowle’s statement of debts and 
resources is correct, it is said they will 
accept the proposal at once, and then seek 
to have the bankruptcy proceedings dis- 
missed. 

Dowie's statement of his resources in- 
cluded land, buildings, stock in Zion’s lace 
industry, bills receivable, and other items 
not named.

UNION FERRY PROTEST. 


‘Saye it Can No Longer Pay 73% ces’ 
Cent. of Its Earnings to City. and 
Meet Expenses. 


Officiais of the Union Ferry Company, 
operating five different lines of boats. be- 
tween. Brooklyn and Manhattan, claim that 
they are unable to continue paying 7% per 
cent. of their gross receipts to the city, as 
they are compelled to under the terms of 
their least. They deny, however, as it has 
been claimed, that they intend to stop run- 
ning their boats. 

Julian D. Fairchild, President of the ferry 
company, when seen last night, said: 

“We do not intend stopping the boats. 
The ferries must be continued because the 
public welfare demands it.. We have, how-. 
ever, come to a point where the city has 
got to do something for us. 

“We are unable to make a new lease on 


the same basis as the old one. We cannot 
pay 7% per cent. of the gross receipts and 
continue to give passengers the advantage 
—* one-cent fare between 5 and 7 o'clock 
in the morning and between 5 and 7 o'clock 
in. the evening. 
™ We could not now accept a lease for 
ten years from the city if it was given to 
us for nothing. We 1 not be able to 
afford to run our boats at the present rate 
of fare when the new gery and tunnels 
are finished.”

provides for publicity, which the Presi- 
dent in his message says, “ will tend to 
do away with ignorance and will afford 
facts of which. intelligent action may be 
taken,” In the judgment of the Execu- 
tive this bureau will collect information 
which will enable “the Government to 
aid in strengthening our ddmestic and 
foreign markets, in perfecting our trans- 
portation facilities, in bullding up our 
merchant marine, in preventing the en- 
trance of undesirable immigrants, in im- 
proving commerce and industrial condi- 
tions, and in bringing togetiter on com- 
mon ground those necessary partners in 
industrial progress—capital and labor.”

Was reported to the Royal Society in 
July, and printed in Nature of Aug. 18 
this year. The occurrence of hellum in 
gases evolved from radium-bromide was 

a striking discovery, but the only gener-. 
alization which Sir Witu1aMm Ramsay 
thought it warrantéd was the very safe 
one: “ Radium is therefore not a definite 
chemical element,” 

The tendency among enlightened 
chemists and physicists to believe that 
so-called elements having excessive atom- 
ic weights, such as uranium, thorium, 
polonium, and radium, even though ep- 
pearing to take their place as elements 
under MENDELIEFF's periodic law, while 
doubtless containing new elements are 
really compounds, and will ultimately 
break up into simpler forms. Radium 
appears to be doing this, and helium is 
one of the elements into which radium- 
bromide separates. That is all there is of 
transmutation at present.

LEGAL NOTES. 


MARRIAGE OF WOMEN THACHERS.—Edi- 
torial comments have appeared in the news- 
papers anent the trial by a committee of 
the Board of Education of a female teacher 
accused of having. violated a rule prohibit- 
ing euch teachers from marrying. That 
such a by-law is valid and reasonable is 
the cpinion of the Second Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court. <A by-law of the 
School Board of the Borough of Brooklyn 
provided: “‘ Should a female Principal, head 
of department, or teacher marry, her place 
shall thereupon become. vacant, but her 
marriage shall not operate as a bar to her 
reappointment should it be deemed to the 
interests of tke school to retain her serv- 
ices.”’ Such a by-law, the appellate tribunal 
holds, is valid, in.

Witnesses: Expected to Connect a 
Man with Conspiracy Charge. 








James 8. Alderdice Said by His Counsel 
to be Ill—Promised - Bomb 
Not Exploded. 


It was reported about the District Attor- 
ney's office late yesterday.afternoon that 
& warrant had been issued for the arrest 
of a person who has been conspicuous in 
the Oliyer-Alderdice controversy, and that 
its service would not be delayed. This re- 
port arose from the fact that Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Paul Krotel, who is investi- 
gating the Alleged transfer of Mrs. Oliver's 
property, Had a long conference in the 
early part of the afternoon with —— 
trate Breen in the Tombs Court. 

Mr. Krotel refused either to deny or con- 
firm the statement. He said he had no in- 
formation which he cared to give out, ex- 
cept that he had secured the names of two 


additional witnesses, a man and a woman. | 


whom he was trying hard to find. He un- 
derstood that these witnesses would cleariy 
connéct a man with the conspiracy charge, 
which, Mr. Krotel thought, -would soon be 
made. 

Mr. Krotel during the day had in his of- 
fice a number of persons, inclading Fred- 
erick M. Littlefield of 156 Broadway, the 
legal adviser of Administrator Campbell. 

“It would be unwise for me to divulge the 
nature of to-day’s investigation,” said Mr. 
Littlefield when questioned. ‘“‘ The confer- 
ence war a highly important one, however, 
the most important that has occurred so 
far, and it goes a long way toward 
strengthening the case ‘of Mrs. Oliver's 
relatives. The further we carry our inves- 
tigation the firmer becomes my conviction 
that fraud has been perpetrated. The 
examination of witnesses will continue to- 
morrow and as long thereafter as is 
deemed advisable.*’ 

Lawyer James Demarest of 140 Nassau 
Street, who is defending the interests of 
Mrs. Oliver’s granddaughters, said that a 
hearing before the Commissioners ap- 
pointed by Judge Dickey to pass upon ‘the 
sanity of Mrs. Hattie A. Campbell would 
take place to-day in the County Court 
House in Brooklyn.

DAMAGED ABUTTING PROPERTY. 


Elevated Road’s Plea of Presumptive 
Right of Possession Not Sustained 
by Justice Bischoff. 


Justice Bischoff, in the Supreme Court, 
> yesterday handed down.a decision in the 
suit of John H. Hindley against the Man- 
hattan Elevated Railway Company to re- 
cover damages to his abutting property on 
the west side of Sixth Avenue, between 
Forty-sixth and Forty-séventh Streets, due 
to the operation of the road.
